W hile 
looking over the columns of the Chi­ 
cago papers 1 read a little article that 
very much reminded me of an incident 
that tran?pired during ihe early days 
of the war of ’01 to 05. 
In February, 
1801 I was permanently detailed as or­ 
derly to Gen. Philip Kearney. In those 
early days of the war the sutler was 
considered a big gun among the volun­ 
teers and a description of the regiment 
would be incomplete were we not to 
mention the sutler. 
Next to being 
colonel or quarterm aster the sutler was 
considered the best. 


Our tirst sutler was a Long Island 
man who had very vague ideas of his 
position and labored under the halluci­ 
nation thaD he was a kind of stall' oili- 
cer. 
He could not iind any uniform 
prescribed for the sutler in the army 
reirulutions m) be applied to some of the 
otlicers for information. 
They wag­ 
gishly told him that he surely ranked 
ar< high as the doctor, who \vas a major, 
or as the old chap'ain. who was con­ 
sidered a caotain, so he procured a 
tield 
orticor's uniform, 
except the 
^houlder ^lraps. and a McClellan cap 
wiih a stHtV !!eroll in front and his clerk 
called nim cuiitain. 


< )ne day wtii'e returning to his regi­ 
ment from Alexandria, inounied on a 
fierce looking horse with full set of 
iiehl otlicer's housings on his military 
saddle he met Maj. Uen. Kearny going 
i'ltitow n aeeompanied by the writer. 
Xo.v ilje ireneral was very particular 
about otlicers wearing shoulder straps 
and seeing that thi» man was without 
tiieni he hailed him and inijuired what 
regiment he belonged to and his rank. 
The ^lltler very innocently told him 
v.’ho he was and 1 want to say the scene 
that 
followed 
bciigars 
description. 
Kearny fairly frothed at the mouth, 
and the atmosphere almost turned blue 
and seemed to be tinctured a little 
'.viih brimstone as he poured out a 
vocabulary of oaths newly coined for 
the occasion. 


The treneral dismounted the poor 
sutler in the mud, which came up half 
way to his knees, and made him foot it 
to camp, which was about three miles, 
threatening to have a ball and chain 
placed on his leg, and have him set to 
work on the fortifications, then under 
con-truction about a 
mile 
east of 
Kearny V headquarters. Next morning 
the sutler was missing. 
He had taken 
French leave, from which he never 
.'eniured airain until he heard of the 
death of Kearny at the second battle of 
KullUun.
